El Paso. Texas. December 4. — Hiigiiie McCarren, 
who is this year racing his horse's for the first 
time at the Juarex track, has a string of ten 
horses in his barn. He has the fivc-ye'ar-olds Jac'ob 
Piinu and Willis; the three-year-olds Hapsburg 11., 
Eiidnmne'e. Miss Fissy and Black ('url. and the 
two-year-olds Hapiiine'ss. Rose Garilcii. Andrew 
Johnson and Grisple. With the exe'eptlon of Willis. 
Jai’ob Bunn and Endiirane*e>, all tlie horses now’ in 
Ills stable are of bis own bree'ding. 

Me't'airen gre'atly rt'gre'ts that be over sold his 
famous e’ampaigiier I’ame*!, that oiice w’On at Louis- 
ville and paid $i*.'>0..'U) for a $5 tie'ket in the parl- 
iiiiitiiels. He says that he did not liet a dime on his 
horse to win that day. taking n tip on anotlu'r 
horse' in the race and wagering $50 on his chan(*es. 
He sold Camel and a day or two late'r received news 
that Hapsburg. which he had iu the stud in Ken- 
tucky. was dt'ael. He then went to buy Canu'l 
back and asc'c'rtaincd that his new owner had or- 
dered him geldcNl a few hours before. For 5Ic- 
Carren Camel won a total of forty-three races an-1 
in 103 of bis other starts was in the money, finish- 
ing second sixty-four and third thirty-nine times. 
He won in money a total of $16,163. Camel might 
have proven a gcxsl sire had he been left an entire 
horse, as his iH'digree was rich with the blood of 
great W’inners of the turf. Anyway, after McCarren 
had lost the half-brother to Hamburg he would have 
tried the son of Cameron out as a sire had be 
beje'ii able to get him back an entire horse. 

There have liet'n few’ horses On the turf thnt 
have done more racing than Camel. He was never 
let ui) On in sc'ven succe'ssive yeafs of racing and 
for four in no year started in It'ss than sixty-two 
races. One ye'ar he ran seventy-five times, another 
seventy-two and in still another year seventy-ono 
times. He can surely lie classed as the modern 
Bamiim or I.ogan of the turf. 

McCarren is now mating most of his marcs to tlie 
.voung English-brtHl sire. Brummel a son of Des- 
mond and Beauty’s Danghtt'r. b.v Gallinule. Tlie 
second dam of this horse is Sleeping Beauty, b.v Ben 
Battle, the sire of Bendigo, winner of $103,330 on 
tbe English turf. 

This turfman at present has only fonr mares in 
the stud, namc'ly. Ethel Wh«‘at. Glad Smile, Florid.i 
llose and Ethellnirg. with w’hich he won the Delni- 
taute Stakes at Churchill Downs in 1909. The 
last-nanienl is now’ in foal to Stalwart, but all his 
othe'r mares were mated to Brummel. Several 
Kcntiickv breeders have recently made overtures 
to buy this horse, which is now; only seven years 
old and which won throe time's in England at two 
and the same numl>er of times as a three-year-old. 

Twelve of the seventeen horses Godfrey Preece 
brought lu're to race at the winter meeting of the 
Jockey Club Juarez are yearlings. The Ix>ng Island 
trainer and turfman has a likely -looking collection 
of youngsters.

Fifty-four labor leaders, e*ontractors and others, 
indie tc'd Friday by the grand jury as a result of 
the investigation into labor e*onditions in the city, 
appe'are*d yesterday iK'fore Ricliard E. Burke, chief 
Instie'c «if the* criminal e*onrt. to seek reductions on 
bonds fixcHi liy State's Attorney Hoyne. Mr. Uoyne 
and bis assistant. Charles (’e*ntcr Case, Jr., who 
conducted tlie grand jury investigation, fixed the 
iHinds at $5.U0ei on the e*onspirae'y cliarj;os. $5,000 
on the* charges of malieioiis niise’liief. and $2.5<*0 
on the e'liarge* of extortion. Tlie iinlictmeuts were 
so drawn tliat <*ach defendant would be required to 
furnish $195. (MNt if be gave Imnds on each count. 
Tlie total bonels on this liasis w’oiild be about 
$s,0(iq.<)0!> and tlie amount of snrc'tj’ required to 
obtain tin* rcle'ase* of tlie men indictcMl $16.O(M>.0!)0. 
The* Dee-e*inbe*r grand jury, wlile'li will lie convened 
S4MH1, will e-oiitiniie tla* work of laiior investigation, 
said Mr. Hoyne. "These* indietmeuts are returned 
only against ibc Imaels of tbe Vxtortlon trust,’ " 
he said. ‘’Many olbe*rs are implicated. We only 
got part of the otlicials of the unions involved, 
aiiel eitliers will lie indicted l»y the next grand jury. 
'IMie re' is no disiKisitlon to ‘get’ the ‘small fry.’ We 
rT-vaiit tbe iik'II higher up. and so far w’e have 
iiH'rely scratche'd the .surface." In all, 6,946 counts 
were cenitained in the indictments, tin* [lenalties on 
e-i'iiviction ranging from six months in the house 
of e-ori’(H'tion e»r a fine of $.5oo to from one* to 
ten years in the* penite'iitiary.

All of tin* funeral 
corle'gc's of the* capital are* drawn l»y tbe tramway 
e*omfi:iii.v. So gre*at lias the' elemaiMl lM'e*oine on the 
strevt *e*are .‘syslem due to tbe* dcatlis caused l».v 
the epidemic that funeral trains arc run ail night 
long. In many of tbe* e*ars from fonrte'cn to eight- 
ee*n nne'offiiie'd l>odie*s an* e*arrie*d to tbe* e-e*mctcries. 
The sight at Cue various eeiue'te'rics is a most grew- 
some one, for the supply of grave*dlggers is not 
sufficient to me*e*t the demand and lMidie*s e>fte'n lie 
in the ojicn for some time before bing inte?rred. 
So far the forc'ign colonies have*’ not snffe*red sev- 
erely, though a nuniU'r of e*ase*s of the disease 
have be*eii reported in tlie Ame*ricaii t'olonj’. Phy- 
sicians say the* fever is transmitte*d solely by 
vermin. Tlie high prie*e of fuel lias made bathing, 
never a popular pastime in Mexico, rarer than 
ever, so that many of the* railway and street cars, 
taxis, coaches, and other vcliicics are infested with 
vermin. The stock of medicines in tlie city is low 
and sucli as are to be had are so liigh priced as 
to be beyond the reach of any but the richer 
classes. 

Karl Buenz, George Kotter and Adolph Hachmmeis- 
tor. officials of the Hamburg-Ainerican line, re- 
cently convicted of conspirac*y to de*fraiul the United 
States governmc'iit, were se*ntenced ycsterda.v to 
serve eighteen inontlis in the federal pcnite*ntia^y 
at Atlanta. Joseidi I’oi>pinghaus was sentenced to 
one year. Tlie Hamlmrg-American line was fined $1. 
All the* defendants were admitted to bail i>endiJg 
the suing out on a w’rit of error in their behalf. 
Bail was fixed at $10,000 in each case and was ac- 
cepted from a surety company. Seiitenc'e was pri>- 
nounced afte*r Judge How’e Iiad overnile*d motions 
by William Rand, Jr., chief counsel for the defense, 
for dismissal of the verdict on the ground that it 
was contrar.v to the evidence and law’ iu the case. 
In making his motion Mr. Rand said he had little 
hope that it would be entertained by tbe court. 
The United States district attorney, IL Snowden 
Marsliall, in moving for .semtcnce. said it w’as “his 
painful duty to ask for substantial punishment, 
not so much for its effects on the defendants, Imt 
to serve as a warning to othe*rs." The nominal 
fine imiiose'd on the Ilambiirg-American company 
W’as explained l»y Judge Howe as duo to his wish 
to free the case as far as laissible from "the odor 
of money.’’ He said there was no c»vidence to show 
that the company, as such, had enterc*d into any 
conspiracy. In sentencing Dr. Buenx, Judge Ilowe 
announced that if the sente*nce was confirmed in the 
higher courts he w’ould be w’illiug to support any 
move to obtain clemency on tlie* ground of the ael- 
vaneed age of tbe prisoner. The maximnm penalty 
whicli could have lM>en iinpo.sed on tlie prisoners 
under eac’h indictment was two years’ imprisonment 
and a fine of $10,000. Each was indicted on two 
counts, bnt Judge Howe dec'lared that he considered 
iKith indictments to cover one offense. 

A dispatch of yesterday from London says: The 

British army in Mesopotamia is in retreat. Offi- 
cial announcement was made* today that the forces 
of General Townshend were retiring to Kut-el- 
Aniara. The text of the official statement .says: 
General Townshend remained in occupation of the 
battle field at Ctesiphon, beating off all counter- 
attacks. till he bad e*ompleteel the removal of his 
woiinde*d and of 1.600 prisoners taken from tbe 
enemy; but in view of our heavy losses and tbe 
arrival of Turkish re-enforcements lie then with- 
drew'. It is reported that oiir total casualties in 
tliese actions aniounte*d to 4,5(rr. No report is made 
of any particular officer licing w’dindenl. as was al- 
leged in the Turkish offie’inl statement. On tlie 
night of November 30-December 1 General Town- 
sliend fought a rear guard action against greatly 
siip<*rior Turkish forces. Our casualties in this 
ac'tion are estimated to have been 150 of all ranks. 
Two river boats were disalded by shell fire anel 
had to lie aliandoued. Their gums and engines W’ere 
rendered useless. General Tow’nshe*nd remarks of 
the steadiness of t^ie troops and states tbe retire- 
ment was carried out in iierfect order. By the 
latest reports (leneral Tow’nshend was within a few 
miles of Kut-e>I-Amara, upon which position he is 
rc'tiring. With reference to the Turkish oflieial 
statement and the German wireless reports, it may 
lie stated that British troops never take their colors 
into the field. 

Rumors that Russians are marching across Ron- 
mania and that one fore*e has invaded Bulgaria 
still fiersists in I.<<iiidon. but there is no e*onfirma- 
tion of the various reports. Some persons just 
outsvle offie-ial circles give credit to the rumors from 
tbe fact , that last we*ek (’zar Nicholas w’as said to 
have promised I’re'niicr Pachitch of Serbia that a 
Russian army would invaile Bulgaria witliin a week. 
Tiiesc |>ersous, in an effort to bolster up their lielief 
that the Russian invasion has begun, point to the 
reports that Austro-Germans are* lieing ceinccMitrated 
at Rustchuk, Bulgaria, on tlie Danube*, w’ost of 
the Roumanian iKinler. Tliis city, tiiey declare, is 
to be tiieir base for a possible invasion of Rouinnnla 
aud a drive on Buc’harest in the event Ronmania 
joins tlie entente. If tbe Russians really are in 
Ronmania. it is declared by experts that the incur- 
sion will modify the whole aspect of affairs in the 
Balkans. It is contende*d that it will divert the 

Teutonic forces ivading Serbia to the Roumanian 
tlieater anel give the allies in the south a chan(*e 
to bc'gin a flank movement, whie-h. If carried on 
with a sufficient numl)er of men, would clear Serliia 
of the invaders.

The life anel proiierty of thoMO 
who do not opimse the armies of the central powers 
will remain in security. Tliorcfore, we call niion 
you, Scrliians. to return to your residences, resume 
your occupations and voluntarily subject yourselves 
to the directions of the luilitar.v commanders. In 
such oases it will be jiossible for us to help you 
to rc'gain your former .status of welMieing. We 
will see to it that damage which you have incurred 
without blame will lie re*comi>ensed." 

Reuter’s Bncliarest corresiM>nele*nt te*legraplis tac 
Roumanian military aiitlioritie*s have aniioune‘e*d tliat 
all ste*amships, barge's, tugs aud other craft auebored 
in Reiuniauian i>orts. Ise'longiug to foreign or Rou- 
manian e'ompanles. will be e'ominaiieleere'il on Mon- 
day "in the inte*rest of national defense." Preinh'r 
Bratiano, the e*orre*si>ondent says, has informed tue* 
Roumanian se*nate he is unable' to give explanations 
of tile* goveriinii'nt’s foreign i>olicy or information 
e'on(*e*niiug military .supplies. This infeninatio'n is 
rtsc'rved "in the inte'rests of national defense." 

The entente powers consider (Greece is taking 
too long to relie.*e-t upon the* answc'r to their de- 
n ands and have decided to apply again the econo- 
mic' me'asures which were used with such effe*et 
a fortnight ago, says the Paris Figaro. Tin* news- 
pajier elee'l.ire's orders have lM*en given prohiliiting 
the deiiartnre from allie'd ports of all ships with 
cargcK's eonsigne*el to Gn*e*ee and stopping immedi- 
ately the loading of Gree*k vessels,

PROSPECTS FOR RACING IN SPAIN. 

Since the death of King Alfonso XII. racing 
in Spain has been permitted to lapse to a consider- 
able extent, but there are practical signs of a 
resneitation, the latest evidence of which was an 
“extra” meeting at Madrid <mly a few days ago. 
It Wag only a one-day affair, and took pUce on the 



street which divides the city into two distinct parts, 
to-wit, old and new Madrid. In circumference about 
1,350 metres, tbe course is described as a minia- 
ture Colombes, and I imagine must resemble CItester 
to a certain extent. The public always likes a 
circular course, because the racing is within view 
of the naked eye all the way — ^but that is no 
recommendation in the eyes of our rulers, and no 
license would be granted to any course nowadays 
that had not a straight mile. I hear there was 
a really good attendance and that tbe meeting was 
a success. The pr<^rani was limited to five races, 
two of which were Military Hurdle races, one for 
horses of Arab breed, another confined to those 
bred in Spain. The fifth event was open to all 
nationalities and was tbe piece de resistance, at- 
tracting, as it did. tbe unusually large number of 
fourteen runners. It will be of special interest to 
Col. Hall Walker to hear that tbe winner tnm^ 
np in a good-lookiug daughter of Minoru. The filly 
belongs to the Marquis Villemajor. whose blue Jacket 
is well known iu the south of France. The start- 
ing gate was used, an innovation in Spain. I 
gather, hut tbe experiment does not seem to have 
been an unqualified success. 

King Alfonso undoubtedly takes a great interest 
in racing for the pure love of the sport and is 
keenly desirous of improving the Spanish thorougu- 
bred. This will assur^lj come In doe course under 
his |>ersonal patronage, which will enconrage the 
grandees and other sportsmen in Spain, hut in the 
meanwhile the principal necessity is the importatiou 
of stallions of first-class blood, and no better oppor- 
tunity for foreign breeders can be than now, when 
well-bred liorses are pnrcliasable at prices far below 
the value they would command in normal times. I 
announced recently on authoritative information 
that the king of S|»aiu intended to encourage racing 
and bree<ling in Spain, and now learn that he has it 
in contemplation to establish a high-class meeting 
iu his domain of Alvarez. It is to be an aristocratic 
affair, something after tbe style of our Ascot on 
modified lines, but a “royal” meeting, nevertheless. 
Hitherto there have been meetings at Madrid, per- 
haps four days during the year, and one meeting at 
Seville, but these have not be<m sufBcient to engage 
and attract public interest, while in addition there 
has been another drawback in that the pari-mutnel 
did not “catch on.” None the less the “esprit 
sportive” is strongly in evidence, and there can he 
no doubt that the promise of a series of high-cliss 
fixtures at St. Sehastien next year has given the 
sport an immense impulse among all classes inter- 
ested in the advance of racing and breeiling. if 
this can be sustained, as no doubt it will be. tne 
Spanish turf will soon lM>come an important factor 
in European racing. Meanwhile, the new St. S4»*- 
hastien venture, which enjoys the patronage of 
King Alfonso, is making stead.v progress and will 
apiM^al to all nations. There will be an international 
prize of 4,000 pounds at the meeting which is to 
take place next July under tbe direction of M. A. 
da Neater, and it may he safely predicted that 
everything will be tborOagbly up to date.— >”Vlgi«
